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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the applicant has not disclosed how the drawings are connected to 
each other. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claims. 1-9 and 12-13, the phrase 
"so as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Garrido (5924,668) in view of Mueller (5,282,523). Garrido discloses the use of a 
spindle (92) having a longitudinally extending thread, housing (102, figures 2 and 6-7), a 
spindle nut (96), which is arranged within the housing, is rotatable within the housing, 
has an internal thread matching the thread of the spindle and comprises external teeth, 
and a worm wheel (116) that is arranged within the housing, is rotatable within the 
housing and comprises of a worm gear that meshes with the external teeth of the 
spindle nut; wherein the outer bearing surface of the spindle nut is cylindrical and two 
bearing surfaces are provided, the external teeth being located between the two bearing 
surfaces (1 32,figures 3-5). Garrido shows the use of all the claimed invention but fails 
to show the use of an antirotation lock. Mueller teaches the use of an annotation lock 
(62). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention to modify the adjusting device with a antirotation lock as taught by Mueller, in 
order to support the housing mechanism. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5,7-9 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 11-13 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
